IRSHIP LINE 


LOS ANGELEB MAN READY TO 
BEGIN SERVICE, 


by Workmen in This City and Al- 
bert Carter, Inventor, Says First 
Trip Will De Attempted Soon. 


The first passenger-carrying dirig- 
ible airship to be bullt In the United 
States, to engage in régular transpor- 
tation business is scheduled to make 
its initial trip from Los Angeles to San 
Bernardino within the next two weeks. 

The entire construction of the air- 
ship, excepting the &-cylinder, 40- 
horse-power Curtiss air-cooled engine, 
was undertaken and completed in this 
city by Albert Carter and associates, 
requiring eighteen months’ work. 

The gas bem is located at Carter's 
place of residence, No. 4103 Sunset 
drive. and has been filled with city gas 
as a test. but has not been operated. 
It held gas successfully for three days. 

In planning for the first trip, Carter 
gays he can acc. ™plish it In one after- 
noon. His gasoli:, capacity is suffi- 
clert for a run of nine hours. 

The bag, 100 feet long and thirty- 
eight feet in diameter, Khas @ capacity 
of 70,000 culme teet. It is made of 
1000 vards of strong cotten fabric, re- 
inforced every eighteen inches more 
than four miles of half-ineh tape, dou-

months and used ffty-two miles of the 

best thread.
